1953--a  new  era  in  our  life,  as  we,  77 
unsuspecting  aspirants  for  higher  educa¬ 
tion,  (freshmen  to  you)  assembled  for  the 
first  time  together.  Many  of  us  chased 
moon  beams  for  days.  Eventually,  we  e - 
merged  from  our  cobweb  environment  and 
began  to  realize  that  school  was  not  just 
hop-scotch  and  marble  tournaments.

We  planned  our  activi¬ 
ties  carefully  through  the  leadership  of 
Eugene  Hannah,  Mary  VanDevender,  Sterl 
McElwee,  and  Norval  Waugh.  Activities 
that  included  our  Christmas  "sock  hop", 
basketball  homecoming,  the  junior  play, 
and  foremost  of  allour  junior -senior  ban¬ 
quet  and  prom,  which  shall  always  be  one 
of  our  special  “Moments  to  Remember,** 

It  is  the  fall  of  *55,  we  returned  now 
as  “sophisticated  seniors",  feeling  quite 
mature.  Resitting  that  our  happy  days 
were  ending,  we  resolved  to  make  each 
one  a  worth-while  memory.  Not  for  us 
the  carefree  manner  of  the  freshman  or 
the  insolent  arrogance  of  the  sophomore-- 
without  hesitation,  we  worked  on  this,  our 
last  year.  Wr  developed  a  program  of 
diversified  activity,  knowing  that  in  such 
a  one. more  classmates  would  participate. 
We  asked  Eugene  Hannah,  Sterl  McElwee, 
Norval  Waugh,  and  Barbara  Burr  to  help 
us  plan  our  year's  events.  And  now  as  we
